la conversation with a gentleman yesterday the

worklngmcn in the various branches of skilled in¬
dustry to examine into and report upon the pro¬
gress of useful arts In the countries represented at
the exposition. These representatives, should the
plan be approved by Congress, are to be nominated
by the various branches of industry to which they
respectively belong, after consultation among
themselves; and, if the selection be approved by
the President, the delegates will report to and be
under the direction of the American Commissioner,
(lencral Thomas B. Van Uuren, of New York city.
With regard to the exhibition of American pro¬
ducts, the President said he was not sure that any
government aid could be counted upon bv intend¬
ing exhibitors or made effective now, there being
no available appropriation, and it being ascer¬
tained from oilier sources that It is necessary to
draw upon the Contingent Fund for Foreign Mis¬
sions for the personal expenses of the Commie.

Trinity Church Crowded.An Impressive
Scene and Service.Distinguished Poi¬
son* Present.
'the mortal remains of the late Rev. Francis

Vinton, 8. T. D., will to-day be consigned to their
quiet resting place in the Perry family burying
ground, in Newport Cemetery, Rhode Island,
whither they were conveyed yesterday by steamer,
to be laid beside those of Commodore Perry,
Rarely, if ever, has Trinity church been so com¬
pletely packed as it was yesterday, and seldom
have so many Episcopal ministers been brought
together except in diocesan conventions. At
half-past two o'clock P. M. there was very little un¬
occupied room In the building save what was re¬
served In tne middle-aisle pews for the clergy
and friends of the deceased. At three
o'clock the hearse and carriages drew up
at the door and nearly a score of ministers
In gown and surplice walked with measured steps
from the vestry to tho door to receive the coftln.
As they preceded It to the chancel, where It
was rested on a bier, the Rev. Dr. Swope, of
Trinity chapel, read the sentences In the
burial service commencing, "I am the resur¬
rection and the life." As the coffin was placed on
the bier the choir of male voices sang the anthem.
"Lord Let Me Know Mine End," Ac., as arranged
by Croft. Rev. Dr. Halght, of St. Paul s church,
then read the Scripture lesson from I. Corinthians,
xv., alter which "Jerusalem the Golden" and "llrlef
Life Is Here Our Portion" were sung. Bishop Pot-
ter had meantime advanced towards the head of
the bier, and Dr. Dlx read that portion of the s< r-
vice usually said at the grave."Earth to earth,
ashes to ashes, dust to dnst," Ac. At the conclu-
sion of the scrvice Dr. Dlx requested the congre¬
gation to keep their places until the coffin and
the friends had left the church. The
former was then borne to the hearse
followed by the lollowing-narned gentlemen as pall-
bearers:.

Yesterday morning Mr. John 1). Townsend, of the

firm of Townsend A Weed, made application in this
court for an order of arrest against James E. Ward
and Sheperd, ship brokers at 113 Wall Btreet,
in an action cowmcnced against them by Captain
Francis S. Norton, lately of the Cuban schooner-of-
war Pioneer. Thfc action is brought for damages
against the defendants for having, as alleged in
the complaint, caused Captain Norton's arrest ma¬
liciously m Newport, R. I., and Causing Jum to
theri Imprisoned for Jorty-flve days. It appears
that when the schooner Resolute, subsequentlythe Pioneer, left the port of Nefc York, thfere was a
mortgage upon her for $2,000 given to James E.
Ward A Co. hy J*&Jnt)ert Norton, the owner.
At Haytl the Vessel was sold to ihe Cuban
Republic, subiect to this mortgage, byMr, Laiubert Norton in person. Captain Nor¬
ton declares that he lias no Interest in the
vessel or morlgage. Upon the arrival of the Pioneer
at Newport she was libelled by Tames F. Ward A
Co., as w^ll as by the government, and the claim of
that firm was unquestionably good against the
vessel. The Cbuan Republic, l ellevlng that tho
United States government had no legal claim
against the vessel, declined, until the vessel was
discharged, to pay the mortgage. While Captain
Norton was temporarily in Newport the firm of
Ward A Co. commenced proceedings against him
there, although all parties to the suit are residents
of New York, and arrested hlni and compelled him,
as Captain Norton alleges, to allow Judgment to be
taken against him for $2,040. Captain Norton
believes and alleges that the whole affair was got¬
ten up so as to prevent him from taking measures
todelendthe case of tho Pioneer. Damages for

Ocean last vear
"Of the ships left at Point Belcher last year, the bark

Minerva lies at the entrance of Wainwrlght Inlet. a« good
as when abandoned in hull, but her cabin is marred con
slderably. She lay on the edge of the beaoh. and she
swung in 'horc clear of the heavy Ice, which groundedoutside of he*-, and so she received no damage. The Thos
Dickson lies o.i her beam end on the bank, bilged and full
of water. I don't know whether tliev will get her off or
not The bark Seneca was dragged by the Ice some dis¬
tance up the coast, her bowsprit gone, bulwarks stove and
rudder carried away. She was then Irozen in solid, and
so tbev found h*r. t-he will probably lie saved If tlic Is
not stove. The Bheindeer sunk, and the Florida lies
ashore on Seashore Islands, burned to the water's edtfC.
All the rest of the fleet were either carried awav bv theIce or dashed to pieces in shapeless masses, or burned hv
the natives. They burned the Gay Head and Concordia
where they lav.
The bark Massaehnsettg went aronnd Point Bsnow.

There was one white man on board of her, who stayed uphere last winter. He maile his escape over the ice, and
was five days getting back to the ships. He was about
une.d up when they found him this summer. The natives
set out to kill blm, but the women saved htm, and alter-

« arils the old chief took ea'C of him. He saved a large
quantity of bone, but the natives took it away from him,
except a small quantity. He said $100,000 wonld not temptMm to try another winter In the Arctic. He sa.vs that
four ilavs after we left the shins the water froze over so
that the natives walked off to the ships: Bnd fourteen
days after It came on a heavy northeast gale, and drove
all but the ground ice awar ; that never moved. Shortlyafter It blew another northeast gale, and he said that of
all the butting and smashing he ever saw none was like
that among those ships dragging into each other duringthose (ales. Some were ground to atoms, and what the
Ice spared the natives soon destroyed after pillaging themofeverything they pleased.
The beach was lined with whalebone, Ivory and other

stuff which they had plundered from the ships. Manv ar¬
ticles were wantonly destroyed, and the Minerva was a
sight to behold. Thev had cut Into the flour casks and
pulled It out. and strewed It all around. There was no¬thing they could get at but the wanton wretches cut Into.
The debris in the cabin was knee deep with articles of nil
kinds, dirt, Ac Evervthlng In the run was broken openand Its contents strewed all about The other ships were
In the same condition. All the scuppers were cut out.and all the lead they conld find. The sails were cut from
the bolt ropes, and of those thev made tents.

do not believe she will be got off. She lies high agronndand on lier beam ends, the hull of the Chamnion lies
two miles south of her. The Belndeer is still further
